tb» MttMum of tlM Koyal CoUeK* of 
Snrctoas. 

On the south side of Lincoln's Inn 
Fields lies the Royal College of Sur- 
geons with its great museum behind, 
containing the Hunterian collection. 
The building houses one of the most 
remarkable collections of everything 
which bears upon the medical sci- 
ences. The museum was endowed by 
John Hunter„ who a century ago 
came to London to learn surgery. He 
became possessed with the idea of 
(arting a medical and surgical mu-

lection. It was bought by the nation 
and turned over to the cii.stody of the 
lioyal Cnllego of Surgeons, and llic 
same amount wa.s given to house il. 
The college itself has spi^nt over 
000,(1(1(1 m amplifying and comjiiet- 
ing Hunter's design, and the curators 
of the collection have included Sir 
William Clift, Kichard Owen, Sir 
William llower and lastly Dr. 
Charles Stewart. The museum 
besides containing skeletons and 
all kinds of human and patho- 
logical specimens, also has many 
curiosities, such as the clotlies of a 
man struck by lightning, and there 
are many specimens illustrating mi- 
raculou.5 recoveries from injuries usu- 
ally considered fatal. In one gallery 
there are the surgical apiiliances of 
all kinds, and here may be seen sam- 
ples of in-irumenis of ilie iioman sur- 
geons, .]C)(i years 15. C, and also sam- 
ples of the products of a Roman arti- 
ficial limb manufactory.— Scientific 
American.

RUBBER CULTURE. 

aoo« riaM fer lUklai Un»7 in On- 
tral AMflMk 

"Rubber culture* in Central Amer- 
ica offers a splendid field for a poor 
man/' said Mr. J. S. Nodine, man- 
ager of the largest rubber plantation 
in Nicaragua. "Just as an illustra- 
tion let me tell you of the experience 
of a neighbor of ours named Westei* 
Held. He came to Nicaragua lom 
than four years ago from somewhere 
in New England, and brought with 
him a wife and little child. He was 
very much run down and weakened 
with consumption, and came to the 
tropics in try to refrain lii.s iK altli. 1 
lia|ipen to know that be diiln't have a 
dollar, and bo was ^lad to take a job 
.■lerking ul about $10 a nioiitli gold, 
i'.ciii- naturally shrewd and i ii. i>,a't- 
ic, be iiiado a little money (nulins, 
and bought a lOO-acre tract wlihdi be 
procccdid to liaxech'arcd bv .h-rces, 
setting it (lilt partly in rubber trees 
and partly in bananas and fruits. In 
a year the fruits began to return a 
.-man revenue, wbicli he used in ex- 
tending,' tlic cultivation, bis idea be- 
ing to have eventually a well-stocked 
rubber plantation, and in the mean- 
while to make the other things pay 
I lie expenses. By good management 
and industry he carried out the pro- 
gramme, and in the second year 
openwl a small store for trading with 
ilio Indians. After that it was easy, 
and in confeidenihly less than four 
years be bad one of the ni-est rubber 
groves in the republic. The 1 1 es are
